—The Georg von Giesche’s Heirs Min- 

ing Company, said here to be the big- 

gest industrial enterprise ever ¢on- 
trolled and operated in Europe by-— 

American capital, now is actually un- 

der American management. 

The gigantic deal, which involved ne- 
gotiations with both the Polish and 
German Governments lasting a whole 
year and was the subject of hot de- 
bate in the Parliaments of both coun- 
tries, was completed. last night through 
the election of a new Board of Direc- 
tors for the Polish Giesche Corpora- 
tion. The board is composed of Cor- 
nelius Kelly, Elbert Sowerwine and 
Alfred Bergman, representing the Ana- 
conda Copper Company; W: A. Harri- 
man and Irving Rossi, representing the 
Harriman interests,:.and Baron 'Wil- 
helm for the Giesche heifs. 

This election insures to the Anacon- 
da-Harriman syndicate, which two 
. days before placed $15,000,000 worth of 
bonds of the American-Silesian Cor- 
poration on the New York market, 
operative as well as financial control 
of the Giesche miings;;Heth ¢n Poland 
and Prussia. Thus, hereafter, Amer- 
ican engineers will be in full charge 
of one of the oldest industrial under- 
takings in the world and one of the 
most valuable in Durope. 

The Silesian property, -containing 
vast deposits of zinc, coal and other 
minerals, was ceeded to Georg von 
Giesche by the Holy Roman Empire 
nearly two and one-half centuries ago. 
Before the war its estimated value 
was more than $100,000,000. It ‘was 
split into two parts, one in Poland and 
the other in Germany, by the plebi- 
scite division of Upper Silesia under 
the Versailles Treaty. 


Negotiations Have Been On a Year. 


Announcement .of the election of ex- 
ecutives of the Anaconda Copper Min- 
- ing Company and W. A. Harriman & 
Co. to the Board of Directors of the 
Georg von Giesche Heirs Mining Com- 
pany of Germany marks one of the 
final steps in the acquisition of the 
/German concern, which is ‘said to 
be the oldest, as it is one of the 
largest, industries in Europe. Forma- 
tion of the Silesian-American Corpora- 
tion, which will operate the zinc mine 
holdings of the von Giesche company, 
Was announced ten days ago, immedi- 
ately following its incorporation under 
the laws of Delaware. 

An issue of $15,000,000 of fifteen-year 
7 per cent. collateral. trust- sinking 
fund gold bonds of the Silesian-Ameri- 
can Corporation was oversubscribed 
immediately after its offering last 
Thursday by a syndicate comprising 
the Harriman Company, Lee, Higgin- 
eon & Co., the Guaarnty company and 
‘Brown Brothers & Co. 

The deal for the acquisition of the 
von Giesche company followed a year 
of intensive study of the foreign prop- 
erties by engineers and geologists of 
the Anaconda Company. Included in 
. the properties are proved zinc ore re- 
serves. and deposits, concentrating, 
amelting and refining plants, 1,400 
‘workmen’s homes, and 19,000 acres of 
landed estates, of which 10,000 acres 
are forest lands. In addition to the 
mining, , smelting and refining of coal, 
ginc, lead and copper, the von Giesche 
company manufactures chemicals, 
dyes, artificial silk, maintains exten- 
sive basalt quarries and produces brick 
and pottery. The company now em- 
ploys approximately 2,000 officials and 
30,000 workmen. 


$20,000,000 Involved in Deal. 


The Anaconda-Harriman interests 
obtained an option last “Fall where- 
under the American companies were to 


get control cf the properties of the 
von Giesche company in both Ger- 
many and Poland, the holdings. in the 
latter country being the Giesche 
Spolka Akcyjna. Last April the 
Polish Diet. authorized the Govern- 
ment to agree to a contract whereby 
the American companies, would pur- 
chase for $10,000,000 a 51 per cent. in- 
terest in the von Giesche properties in 
Upper Silesia, and would expend an 
additional $10,000,060. for extensions 
and improvement to the joie prop- 
erties. 

During the recent revolution in Po- 
and for a time it looked as if the An- 
aconda-Harriman interests woyld with- 
draw their offer, because it was re- 
ported they were dissatisfied with in- 
definite assurances that their capital 
would not be subjected to a capital 
levy of sinknown proportions. The 
Polish Government, however, quickly 
essured the Americans that their in- 
terests -would be protected, and the 
deal went through. 

Operating control by Americans of 
the von Giésche mines in Germany 
‘was at first opposed by the Prussian 
Government, but later, as a résult of 
concessions offered by the Anaconda 
» interests. us to the manner in which 
~ the smelting of ores was to be: con- 
» @ucted, the Prussian Government 

changed its attitude and agreed to the 
American offer.

LONDON, Aug. 1.—Israel Zangwill, 
noted novelist, dramatist and Zionist, 
died in a nursing home at Midhurst in 
Sussex this afternoon. He was taken 
ill suddenly a week ago with a ner- 
vous breakdown. 

Obituaries in the London papers point 
out that Zangwill owed much to Amer- 
ican ‘enterprise for his discovery as a 
novelist and. playwright, “Children of 
the Ghetto,” which egtablished his 
position as a novelist, was written on 
an American commission, while several 
of his plays first produced in New 


York. wére great succésses afterward 
here and onthe Contin : 


Son of —— 


Born. in London on Feb. 14, 
1864, the son of Moses  Zangwill, 
a Russian- refugée who ~ had fled 
a death sentence in his native 
land .to settle. in England, Israel. 
Zangwill rose from. obscure beginnings 
to fame as.a humorist, novelist, short 
story .writer, dramatist, Zionist and 
sociological controversialist: He. was 
known as the ‘novelist of London's 
modern Jewry” and as the “interpreter 
of-the soul of the London Jew.’’ His 
stories have been praised for ‘‘delicate 
art and simple directness of. narrative’’ 
and James Gibbons Huneker, who ex- 
perimented with the short stbcy in ad- 
dition to more widely known work as a 
critic, paid him the compliment of 
self-confessed imitation. 

Zangwill’s plays, for the most part 
vehicles for sociological ideas, excited 
more controversy than his - stories. 
“The Melting Pot,’”’ produced in Amer- 
ica, in 1908 with Chrystal Herne in the 
leading réle, was praised for its ‘‘fiery 
enthusiasm” and condemned for its 
“propaganda.” .In the language of 
Oscar S. Straus, Secretary of Com- 
merce under President Roosevelt,. it 
was a “great play and remarkable for 
presenting a historical picture of a 
three-fold movement with graphic: col- 
ors—namely, it paints the Russian pog- 
rom, the immigration problem and the 
American amalgamating process.“ The 
scene of the “The Melting Pot” was 
America, its gospel was assimilation 
and it was dedicated to Theodore 
Roosevelt. 


Raised Zionist Storm. 

In October of 1923 Zangwill raised a 
storm by calling political Zionism 
“dead” in a speech in Carnegie Hall 
in New York, He contended that “a 


Jewish State was possible at the mo- 
ment when the Arab was a. defeated 
enemy, liberated from the Turk and 
glad enough to take on any political

State Senator Alexander Simpson 
will take charge of the investigation 
into the Hall-Mills case at Jersey City 
this morning.

Both Burned to Death When 
Gasoline Tank Takes Fire 
After Auto Hits Pole. 


FLAMES SPRAY- CLOTHING 


Greenpoint © Hospital Head 
Swerved to Avoid Collision 
With Another Car.

Dr. Raymond H. Laub, Superinten- 
dent of Greenpoint Hospital, Brooklyn, 
and his wife were fatally injured yes- 
terday morning when their automobile 
was wrecked as they were starting on 
a vacation trip to Elmira. 

The accident occurred at Sixtieth 
Street' and Park Avenue. In attempt- 
ing to avoid colliding with another car 
Dr. Laub drove against an iron lamp- 
post. Both the doctor and Mrs. Laub 
were hurled to the street. The gasoline 
tank was broken off and~ exploded, 
throwing burning gasoline on the two 
victims: and setting a near-by building 
afire. 

The crash and the resulting fire 
brought policemen and others to the 
rescue, and Dr. and Mrs. Laub: were 
rushed._to. Flower Hospital near by. 
They *were badly burned, although 
their other injurtes conststed only of 
deep scalp lacerations. They died 4 
few hours later, Dr. Laub At 11:40 
A. M. and Mrs. Laub at 1:35 P. M. 
Dr.- Laub was 42 years old and his 
wife 37. 

Dr. Laub was driving a Frank- 
lin coach. At 6:30 A. M. they were 
going-west in Hast Sixtieth Stteet. As 
they came into the Park Avenue in- 
tersection’ Dr. Laub round himself al- 
most on top of a southpound automo+ 
bile which had been hidden by the 
shrubbery in the middle of the avenue. 
He swerved quickly to avoid a collision 
and struck .the pole with terrific force. 
The pole was-bent far over and the 
physician and his wife were thrown 
to the pavement. : 

Sprayed by Burning Gasoline. 

At the same instant the gasoline tank 
exploded and: sent flames spurting for 
feet. The blazing gasoline 
sprayed over the. prostrate bodies. of 
Dr. and Mrs. Laub and.set their cloth: 
ing. afire. The flames broke one: of 
the large plate glass windows in the 
front of the Chase National Bank at 
510 Park Avenue, cracked other win- 


dows and set fire to the canopy over) 


the bank entrance. 

A fire alarm was turned'in, and Pa- 
trolmen George Hart and Melvin Smith 
of the East Sixty-seventh Street Sta- 
tion raced up to the injured couple. 
They tore off the ‘blazing clothes and 
wrapped them in blankets. A few mo- 
ments.after the accident an ambulance 
arrived and took them to Flower Hos- 
pital. © There it was seen that -there 
was. little hope for their recovery. .

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 1.—Nine per- 
sons’ are under arrest here charged 
with plotting to assassinate President 
Calles. The. police announced the dis- 
covery of the plot last night. 

Andres Araujo, son of Senator Araujo, 
Sefiorita Dolores Lemus, an employe 
of the City Hall; Sefiora Baquendano 
de Torres, her 16-year-old daughter, 
Clementina de Torres, and four of her 
house servants were arrested first.. The 
Government declares they are religious 
fanatics. . 

Dolores Lemus is ‘a: bégutiful /ste- 
nographer, and it is allegéd that -she 
was selected to murder Gentral Callés. 
She was arrested while at work in the 
City Hall. 

The arrival of the officers caused 
her. to turn» pale and almost faint. 
When told that she was under arrest 
She threw ‘on the floor an envelope 
with her salary, which she had just 
collected from the pay department. 


Police Get Telephone Clue. 


She then asked permission to arrange 
her. desk and started to place all the 
papers on it inorder. The suspicions 
of the police were aroused and they 
examined the papers. In a notebook 
they. found the telephone number 549 


and a note reading ‘“‘communicate with 
this number as I am arrested.” 

Sefiorita Lemus was immediately 
taken to the police station and the 
others were brought there later, when 
the police found that the ‘telephone 
number was that of Sefior Baquen- 
dano de Torres. 

According to an account of the dis- 
covery of the alleged plot, a mysteri- 
ous foreigner, Enrique Orellano, visited 
the headquarters of the Presidential 
Guards and demanded to see the Chief 
of Staff, saying that he had important 
news for that official.. When ques- 
tioned, he showed as a credential a 
bank book which indicated he had 
money in, the bank. He stated that 
he was the owner of a soap factory 
and lived in a house in Colonias del 
Valle, which was also occupied. by 
other families, One of these families, 
he said, had been receiving a large 
number of visitors, that this had 
aroused his suspicions and that he 
had decided to watch them. 


Informant Also Arrested. 


After several days,of watching, he 
believed his suspicions of a plot were 
confirmed and therefore informed the 
| Presidential Guard. 

Agents. of the Goverimnént were 
ordered to investigate. One of them 
is said to have won the confidence of 
@ + servant by posing as a strong 
Catholic~.and. opponent of President 

les. 

General Alveraz, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Staff of the President, 
decided. he had evidence enough and 
ordered the arrest of the group. “The 

Spaniard who gave the information 
regarding the.plot was‘ also arrested. 

News of the arrests caused varied 
comments in Mexico City. Some. re- 
gard the whole story’ as a plan to 
gain the confidence of the President. 
Others believe it a frame-up by the 
Spaniard. . Still. others believe that 
there was undoubtedly a plot and that 
General Calles-is in constant danger 
bof being killed 

The Chief of Staff has announced 
that the guards are ready to kill any. 
one making suspicious motions when 
near the President. 

President Calles this afternoon rode 
in the Presidential . automobile —— 
panied by ten other cars through the 
main streets of the city; The cars 
were driven rapidly and. few saw the 
President.

MACHINES TO TABULATE 


Dr. Harris Tells Tall How: Speed Will 
“Be Attained in Stagger 
Plan 


Health, Commissioner Harris an- 
nounced yesterday that tabulatton of 
the traffic’ census statistics, designed 
to furnish information for the pro- 
posed stagger plan, Swould. begin at 
once. The tabulation. will be done by 
electrically driven classifying and 
counting machines, such as are “used 
in the Federal census. 

The returns will be — on per- 
forated cards, on which will be in- 
dicated the location of the worker in 
one of the fifteen zones into which 
Manhattan has been divided, the in- 
dustry in which he works, the time of 
starting for and leaving work and the 
rapid transit routes used. . Twenty 
thousand ‘cards ‘a day ‘can be put 
through the machines. 

The largest single daddition to the 
census during the week came from 
the- —— — —* Broadway,\ 
in a tally o fice workers. 
The chain ke, a Walkover Shoe 
Company, Schulte’s cigar stores, the 
Regal Shoe Company and Liggett’'s 
drug stores will make a count of em- 
ployes of their branches. . 

‘When the information from each 
industry or group is available, the 
facts can be presented to groups repre- 
senting the employers and suggestions 
can then. be made for staggering the 
hours of arrival at and departure from 
work of their employes,’”’ Dr. Harris 
said. ‘‘Action can then be taken to 
broaden the rush hour ~— so that 
passengers May-travel in comparative 
safety and comfort.”

Finance Ministry Issues Denial Held 
' to Be Ambiguous—Press of Right 


Criticizes Premier's Policy. 
‘

PARIS, Aug. 1.—Although two weeks 
ago the Chamber. overthrew the 
Briand-Caillaux Government because 
of its opposition to M. Caillaux’s pro- 
pesal to employ a system of foreign 
credits for the salvation of the franc 
and although the popularity of Premier 
Poincaré’s proposals has been due to 
the fact that they represented an ef- 
fort by Frante alone to redeem her 
position, it seems not unlikely that the 
present Government will also have to 
take the road to,seeking foreign 


credi.s if it is to. succeed in any real 
measure of stabilization. 

These credits, it’ is stated, will be 
sought- in England and Holland, 
though it is believed that American 
banks will participate with the Dutch 


-| banks, thus avoiding direct infringe- 


ment of the Washington ban on fur- 
ther credits to countries which have 
not made a debt settlement. 

This news that the Government 
might find itself obliged.ta seek for- 
eign credits was published this morn- 
ing by the Radical newspaper ‘Quoti- 
dien, which added that in order to ob- 
tain them the Government might ask 
ratification of the Churchill-Caillaux 
debt agreement, while holding the 
Washington agreement in reserve. The 
Belgian Ministers, Franqui and Van- 
dervelde, were stated to be responsible 
for the changed opinion of the French 
Premier, and the Minister of Com- 
merce, M. Bokanowshi, was quoted as 
having stated in the Chamber lobbies 
that Premier Poincaré was now con- 
vinced that complete financial restora- 
tion could not be accomplished without 
foreign aid. 


Denial by ‘Finance Ministry. 


To these reports the Finance Minis- 
try this evening issued a blanket de- 


nial. It was of a nature which doés 
not, however, altogether contradict 
them. 

“Certain newspapers,” this denial 
read, “have published inexact and 
contradictory. information on. the. in- 
tentions of the Government and on 
the financial and. monetary projects 
which it contemplates. The Govern- 
ment will keep the Chambers regularly 
informed of its acts and intentions. 
It warns the public against conjec- 
tures which cafinot have other than 
an injurious effect on exchange. and 
it does not doubt that the whole 
country will maintain in the present 
circumstances’ sangfroid, which is the 
first condition for the recovery of the 
franc.”’ 

Unofficially the statement is made 
that \‘for the moment there is no 
question of seeking ratification of the 
English debt settlement.” 

The official! communiqué may be 
read as a ‘simple announcement that 
toa..be.considered ac- 
curate until they’ emanate “directly 
from the Finance Ministry.” In the 
Chamber, however, it was today stated 
emphatically that as recently as 
Thursday last the Premier discussed 
with the Finance Commission the pos- 
sibility of having ultimately recourse 
to English and Dutch credits, and it 
is generally ‘accepted that he is aware 
of the impossibility of carrying 
through. the; work of reconstructjon 
without outside aid: 

His great difficulty lies in the im- 
possibility, even if he . personally 
wished it, of obtaining ratification of 
the Mellon-Berenger debt settlement, 
and until there is a change in that 
situation all freedom of action, and 
even of ‘statement of intention, mu 
be strictly limited. ' 

There is no doubt that the opposition 
in the Chamber to M. Caillaux’s pro- 
posals was primarily opposition to the 
proposal to seek outside help and the 
Poincaré Government must, for the 
present-at least, proceed on the ground 
that its intentions are to work solely 
with internal resources; such as are 
provided by the new taxation measures 
passed by the Chamber yesterday and 
by the. sinking fund scheme and the 
proposal for the conversion of Govern- 
ment obliga into negotiable bonds 
in the National Tobacco Company, on 
which the Premier: has been at work 
all day today. j

GENEVA, Aug. 1—The largest dele- 
gation of Americans that has ever 
wisited the seat of the League of Na- 
tions was reteived today. They were 
greeted in behalf of the Secretary Gen- 
eral and addressed by Professor Man- 
ley O. Hudson of Harvard, the Amer- 
ican expert attached to the Secretariat 
of the League. 

The delegation consisted of 300 Chris- 
tion Endeavor Society leaders from the 
United States, who are touring Europe 
after attending their world’s conven- 
tion in London. 

On this, the Swiss independence day, 
the delegation attended divine service 
in the cathedral of Protestantism in 
Europe, the original church of John 
Calvin. The preacher was the Rev. 


Dr. Daniel A. Poling, Presideng of the 
United Society of Christian deavor 
of North America and pastor of the 
Marble Collegiate Church of New 
York. In a special sermon for the oc- 
casion Dr. Poling said in part: 


“On this 635th anniversary of Swit-: 


zerland’s declaration of independence 
and unity, in the church of John Cal- 
vin, it is well for us of a new land to 
rémember that the glory and security 
of the land in which we were guests 
lie in service for others. Here was 
born the Red Cross. Here was 
achieved the first settlement of an in- 
ternational dispute by arbitration, and 
here, above the converging spearpoints 
of warring nations, was left a place of 
peace in which to set up the perma- 
nent machinery of international jus- 
tice and good-will. | - 

“In London, only a few days ago, 
some of us met in a world’s conven- 
tién with representatives of more than 
four million Christian _youth.

ISRAEL ZANGWILL, 
AUTHOR, DIES AT 62

‘impress,”’ but that ‘‘a ‘great moment 
found, as (Theodore) Herzl had fore- 
boded, ‘a —— pecple.”’ For this opinion 
and for intimating that the Jews of. 
America should unite for ‘political ac- 
tion and that. there should be “‘a Jew- 
ish vote in the United States,” Zang- 
will was taken to task by many promi- 
nent. American Jews including Louis 
Marshall and Samuel Untermyer. 

During the memorable trip to the 
United States in 1923 Zangwill criti- 
cized Jewish life in New York fo. its 
‘lack of postry,’”’ and regretted, in a 
letter to S. Stanwood Menken, Presi- 
dent of-the National Security League, 
that America had entered the World 
War. “If America had not gone into 
the war,’’ he wrote, ‘‘. draw. would 
have resulted and militarism would 
have been killed instead of reviving it 
in other countries.’? Coupled with an 
assertion that America had no need 
for preparedness, this drew the fire of 
Menken; -vho while paying tribute to 
the literary attainments of Zangwill, 
said his “temperament had outbalanced 
‘his judgments.” 


A Farewell Broadside. 
Zangwill left this country. in Feb- 
-Tuary of 1924 with a parting broadside. 
He expressed his sympathy for the 
death of President Woodrow Wilson, 
adding that ‘‘there are no great men 
left in America.” Criticizing our -“‘re- 





\ .strietea imfnigration policy,” he de- 


* clared. that it would lead.to a “narrow 
. nationalism.” He also blamed us for 


our “isolationist stand” in regard to 
reparations. 

“The reason that I criticize Amer- 
ica,” he said on leaving, ‘‘is that I

though inefficient, were hospitable, 
kind and lovable.

The first dramatic work 
he attempted alone was ‘‘3ix Persons,” 
written in 1892. “Children of the 
Ghetto” he dramatized in 1899. ‘‘Mere- 
ly Mary Ann” and “‘Jinny the Car- 
rier’? were plays of a light nature, 
written in the early 1900s. 

‘The’ Melting Pot,’ described as a 
moving plea for race-fusion, came in 
1908, and ‘‘The War God”—a call for 
international am * plus a prophecy of 
the conflict in 1914—was first produced 
in 1911.. Another prophetic drama, 
“The Next Religion,” was banned by 
the English censor in 1912. 

Plays that came between 1912 and 
1922 were ‘‘Plaster Saints,” Too Much

Forcing House. * “We Moderns,” his 
last dramatic work, was produced in 
New York in 1924 with Helen Hayes 
in one of the leading réles. {t was

Besides fiction, Zangwill wrote prose 
studies of Heine, Lassalle, Spinzoa and 
other seers and prohpets of latter-day 
Israel, collecting them between covers 
under the title ‘Dreamers of the 
Ghetto.”

lated Ibn Gabirol’s poems from the |.

The Vice President's — in part 
was as follows: 

“Among all peoples of the world the 
trend of emigration seems almost with- 
out exception to be from the East to 
the West.

neer settlers of new communities. The 
longer and more difficult is the jour- 
ney to a Western land, and the harder 
its life, the more sturdy, the more de- 
termined and stronger will the pioneers 


“The first settlers in New England 
‘“weré differentiated from the first set- 
tlers of any number in Westerrf North 
America by the fact that re- 
ligious tolerance in ‘England at the 
time of their emigration was a com- 
pelling force in causing it, and this 
gave the movement and settlement 
@ somewhat religious character. Un- 
questionably the New England settler 
who had fled from religious oppression 
and ‘his descendants were a great ‘in- 
fluence in the formation of what may 
be called our American institutions, 
which so effectively guard man in his 
freedom of worship, freedom of speech, 
his choice of religion, his right of trial 
by jury, his right to property, and 
those other inalienable rights. upon 
which no other individual or the Gov- 
ernment itself can encroach, and which 
were finally permanently embodied in 
the Constitution of the United States. 


Emigration to the Northwest. 


“Tt was 167 years after the landing 
of the Pilgrims, and shortly after the 
Revolutionary War, in April, _ 1788, 
when there occurred the great emigra- 
tion to the ‘Territory Northwest of 


the River Ohio,’ to be governed under 
the odinance passed by Congress in 
1787, with its anti-slavery provision. 
During this period of 167 years Ameri- 
can istitutions may be said in gen- 
eral to have been defined, although the 
anti-slavery provisions of the Ordi- 
nance of 1787 were not included in the 
Constitution of the United States until 
after the Civil War. 
“Tt id fortunate for America that its 
4nstitutions had this long evolution in 
ulation, the character of which 
Cid not greatly change, either because 


te of emigration from it br. incongruous 


immigration, and which developed its 
trong characteristics largely because 
-of a difficult environment.. From no 
other ‘kind of a people or cénditions 
could such institutions have been 
evolved. 

“Colorado and the. most_of the far 
Western States were settled largely 
after the Civil War, when Ameri 
institutions, always firmly ground 
“had stood their supreme test. They 
were settled chiefly by native-born 
American stock, and are so populated 
today, there being more native-born 
American residents in the Middle and 
Western States in proportion to the 
total population than in any other sec- 
tion of our country. 

“A study of the development of the 
7gpirit of the West, therefore, is simply 
the study of the reaction of the oldest 
American stock, imbued with the old 
American traditions and the spirit of 
its institutions, to an environm rad- 


» ically different from that in which the 


s. @ame stock evolved those institutions 


and traditions. 
“The young Easterner-in the /éarly 


' Gays who had followed Horace Gree- 


ley’s advice, ‘Go West, young man, 
and grow up with the country,’ arrived 
in a small community made up largely 
of the same kind of people as himself. 
There was a surplus of ambition and 
expectations and a deficit of cash. 
Rich men had not emigrated to the 
West. Everybody, however, assumed 


felt had affected them unfairly. But 
all of them, then as now, in adversity 
as in prosperity, stdod solidly behind 
law and order,* American institutions 
and the American Constitution: 


days, but it worked more. Its dissat- 
isfaction with conditions manifested 
itself, as always, in a demand for bet- 
ter administration and use of govern- 
mental power, never in a_ protest 
against its existence. The West, com- 
posed chiefly of natives of American, 
stock, and with a rural population pre- 
dominating, which was the conditien 
of the East during the time. that 
American institutions were evolved, is 
imbued fundamentally with reverence 
for these institutions. 

“But the West is also young, and 
being young, it is often impatient. 
Like the young, it rails quickly at 
deep-seated abuses. If it sees any- 
thing wrong in the administration of 
Government it does not discuss the 
hopelessness of changing it or the de- 
sirability of, keeping it because of cer- 
tain illegitimate benefits ‘to the, com- 
munity. It arises and attacks it., 

“We all must realize that that which 
has chiefly contributed to our stabil- 
ity and happiness as a nation has been 
our form of Government’ embodied, in- 
the Constitution of the United States, 
and.those American constitutional in- 
stitutions developed in the early days 
of our people, 


Attitude Toward the Constitution. 


“J venture to say that in the funda- 
mental attitude of the’ people of the 
West toward all American institutions 
is found one of their greatest safe- 
guards, and that upon all fundamental 
questions concerning property and in- 
dividual rights the West will be in the 
vanguard of defense when they are at- 
tacked. 

“We must not —“ indifference 


to fundamental questions with conser} 
vatism, for an indifferent community 

which is.quiet may be the community 
which in digtress will prove most rad- 
ical and dangerous. The most intel- 
ligent conservative community will be 
the most alive to the existence of dan- 
gerous conditions within it, realizing 


all communities in spite’of Govern- 
ment are considered by the ignorant 
to exist because of it. 

“In the West it is ‘certain that there 
exists, from the very nature of its 
people, a tendency to quick protest 
against inequality in the administra- 
tion of Government, and they are the 
best friends of Government who most 
strongly insist that its: powers be not 
misused. 

“It is this tendency which is so often 
misinterpreted in the Bast as being 
radicalism. -So far from. béing radi- 
calism . in) its. true sense, it. is. the 
West’s form of conservatism... This 
radicalism of the West is a progressive 
conservatism. The radicalism of many 
sections of our more urban population 
in-the East is allied in nature with the 
radicalism of the Bolshevist and the 
natural enemies of society. 


Misunderstood in the, East. . 


“As one who lived in the East during 
the Granger agitation and came into 
contact with many of ite leaders in 
my young ‘manhood’ in Nebraska, 
while at thé same time I was reading 
the Eastern comment on the nature 
of the movement, the mistnderstand- 
ing of the East of ‘the real purpose of 
the West was emphasized in my mind; 
Unfortungtely, under the’ direct pri- 
mary system it almost invariably hap- 
pens that those individuals of decided 
opinion who are elected to office in 
the West simply as a protest voice in 
public places something far different 
from the underlying sentiment of. thein 
own constituency. This tends to cre- 
ate misunderstanding of the West. 
“The West, when it advocates 
changes in law, advocates them be- 
cause it wants-to make government 
better and fairer and, refore, more 
stable.

MANILA, Aug. 1.—Regarding Manuel 
Quezon's intefview asking for ‘a civil- 
ian Governor, General Wood's friends 
gaid today that “he is very quiet under 
tire.’ They deny anything like a mili- 
tary dictatorship, and say that Wood, 
if anything, leaned over backward, to 
seek cooperation with Filipino leaders 
without. sacrificing Ameriean sover- 
etgnty. 

They point out that Wood is not in 
the amy actively now, having retired 
before he became Governor General. 

They admit the absuraity of putting 


banks, railroads and other commercial 
enterprises under the army officers 
who constitute Wo0d's ‘so-called ‘‘cav- 
alry cabinet,” but insist that the War 
Department is. the only placé where 
Wood can get American help, as he 
cannot rely on Filipino’ advisers, 

The American official view here is 
that the Filipinos really are unfit for 
democratic self-government, and that 
we ought’ to stay indefinitely to 
strengthen the Goyerner General’s 
hand, rule more firmly, and protect the 
common people from the selfish polit- 
icos’ exploitation. 


Some Americans Also Complain. 
Without criticizing Wood, whose rec- 
ord in war and peace entitles him to 
the respect of all patriotic Americans, 


it is apparent that the military atmos · 


phere of the Malacanangfi Palace (the 


old Spanish name for the Governor 
General’s office) is partly responsible 
for the trouble between the Americaus 
and Filipinos. 

This probably would be true in the 
case of any Governor General with a 
military background and surroundings. 
It even irritates some American fresi- 
dents, who complain of arbitrary treat- 
ment and redicule the ‘cavalry cabi- 
net.’ But generally it is realized that 
these army officers ‘are honest and 
patriotic and are trying to do their 
best in dif‘icult tasks.’ 

Carmi Thompson, whose instructions 
from President Coolidge -call for rec- 
ommendations designed to better the 
administration of Philippine affairs as 
well as ta foster économic. develop- 
ment, is anxious to find the means of 
obtaining cooperation, -between the 


Governor General and the Legislature,/ 


which Mr. Quezon controls. 

Mr. Thompson makes no comments 
on this, but his political background is 
such that he is inclined to favor 
civilian administrations of all Ameri- 
can insular possessions; 

He has considered the possible re- 
moval of the authority @& the War and 
Navy Departments, and substituting a 
eivil bureau or department in Wash- 
ington, not only for the Philippines, 
but Samoa, Guam, Porto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands, but he has not reached 
any decision.

PROGRESS IN FRANCE. 

Things are marching under the new 
French Coalition Government. The or- 
der of the day is politics to the rear, 
finance to ,the front. Premier Porn- 
CARE has exceeded expectations in 
getting the Chamber to accept his 
financial ‘plans, and this with great 
promptness and very little debate. It 
is.a refreshing contrast to the long 
wrangles 2@ poiitical upsets of the 
past few months. Even if this era of 
good feeling in France does not last 
long, it has already achieved one great 
‘purpose. It has restored confidence 
in ¥rerich public finance both at 
fome and ahroad. In both places 
this. was necessary, though, as.M. 
POINCARE sald to the Chamber, the 
most urgent need was to convince the 
French people themselves that their 
national finances were not in a hope- 
lessly ruined condition, and that. the 
french. franc was not to be allowed 
to go the way of the German mark. 

Ataving got his nw taxes, with the 
fesult of balancing the budget ace 
tually and not merely on paper, 
Premier Poincare indicates that Steps 
to stabilize the frane at a fixed value 
in gold will soon be taken. In the 
main, his program seems to be that of 
the feport/of the’ financial experts, ‘yet 
atsome points he diverges from it.-In 


|to make use of the gold in the Bank 


of Franee to stablilze-the franc. . “To 
this course the financial experts ‘de- 


clared that. there are serious, “ objec- 


tions.” xet both they andthe Govyern- 
ment appear to be of one mind. in 
regard to what shduld be done at an 
early , date to fix the value of ‘the 


franc. “The choice of the exact figure 
“lis not to be hastened. There must be 


a “ pre-stabilizution period,” during 
Which the course of the foreign ex- 
changes. must be carefully watched,.

THE DUTCH BURGOMASTER. 

It isan eminent service that Dr. 
ZIMMERMAN, the Burgomaster of Rot- 
terdam, has performed for a whole 
people—and they not his own. He 
was seen to be faithful in the “few 
things” with which he had to do in 
‘| the government of his own Dutch city 
up near the North Sea and was sum- 
moned by the League of Nations to 
be the economic ruler over “ many 
things” in hapless Austria. That 
th@re have been ‘complaining cries of 
pain from the: patient, who several 
times before his coming was thought 
to be at the point of death, testifies 
rather to the courage of his treatment. 
He has come away with no such uni- 
versality of praise 'as has followed hijs 
fellow-finance physician over in Hun- 
gary, but it should be said that he 
had a more complicated case and, 
moreover, that his patient was not so 
tractable as was “Dr.” JEREMIAH 
SmiTH’s. “Both nations rejoice to be 
free this month of ‘the doctors, but 
they have: reason to be ‘gratified and 
grateful over the progress that they 
have made toward a tolerable state 
of health. 

The symptoms were much the same 
in both cases: budgetary deficits, de- 
preciated Currency, excessive Govern- 
ment bureaucrats. It was easier, how- 
ever, to deal with the — in Hun- 
gary than in Austria ‘tor the reason 
that there was a firmer and more con- 
stant force in aid of the rehabilitating 
régime in the former: - Moreover, 
Hungary’s problems were largely ag- 
ricultural, while Austria’s were pre- 
dominantly industrial. That “Dr.” 
JEREMIAH SmtrH had the temperament 
and happy faculty of a good bedside 
physician, and won the universal re- 
gard of those whom he treated, should 
not lead us to depreciate in the slight- 
est the ministration of the less diplo- 
matic and popular dictator under the 
same League auspices, the value of 
whose services will be the more ap- 
preciated now that the patient is in 
a better state of health. Dr. ZrmMER- 
MAN “made things disagreeable. for 
us’ and for himself,” said one of his 
editorial critics; “but we had a friend 
“in him who always kept his aim— 
“which was also our aim—in view.” 
He fulfilled his duty in a spirit of “ un- 
“yielding seriousness,. high conscien- 
“tiousness and vigor never lacking in 
“ good-will.” 

Those in attendance upon the Insti- 
tute of Politics at Williamstown are 
fortunate in being able to hear at 
first hand the story of this noteworthy 
service of the League in saving the 
life of a nation. The Burgomaster of 
Rotterdam’ is cordially welcomed to 
America by way of Vienna and Gene- 
va asa worthy companion of our own 
Boston lawyer in that small. group 
called into world service by the League 
of Nations.

RUBBER SUPPLIES. 

Although it is the rubber tradegs 
who were most concerned in the 
excitement in the London rubber mar- 
ket last Friday, the general public 
cannot but be interested. The Steven- 
son Restriction act, it will be recalled, 
was adopted by Great Britain in an ef- 
fort to check the decline in the price 
of rubber that occurred when large 
stocks were dumpeg on the world fol- 
lowing the war. It had as its objec- 
tive, also, to prevent a recurrence of 
such a bad slump, and to assure the 
British rubber planters in the Straits 
Settlements an@ other British. posses- 
sions a good profit. on their product. 
An arbitrary maximum output was es- 
tablished, based in general on the 1920 
crop, and a»percentage of this maxi- 
mum was then permitted to be sold, 
with provisions for a gradual increase, 
determined every three months. The 
return to 100 per cent: output was

Of particular interest in this con- 
nection is an article written last Win- 
ter ty Mr, ALEXANDER. W.. Sriuu of 
the Straits Times, in Singapore, fore- 
casting an increasing shortage of rub- 
ber during the coming six years. Mr. 
STiLu is’ generally acknowledged as an 
authority on rubber.' “Nothing can 
“ prevent shortage in the years 1928 to 
“1932,” he wrote, “if the forecasts of 
“what may be called the ‘ will to con- 
“sume’. are. not wildly astray.” He 
then estimated that thé average price 


of rubber would increase at about six-. 


pence a year from now till 1932,. at 
which time it would reach a maximum 
of five shillings a pound. 

The lesson of this is the same 
|which was brought out by various 
investigating bodies for the American 
Government last Winter—that despite 
the stimulus to new planting during 
the war, when prices were high, and 
despite the new acreage put in during 
1924 and 1925, there neither is now 
nor will be within the next six years 
sufficient rubber to meet the world 
demand. America, be it remembered, 
consumes two-thirds of the world’s 
rubber production. Neither the efforts 
to grow rubber in Liberia, nor in the 
Philippines, nor in Central America, 
can have a great influence on the 
world’s rubber markets for seven or 
eight years, as. trees are rarely 
tapped before they are at least seven 
years old. To push the development 
of our rubber plantations is, of course, 
wise. But we have been woefully 
slow in realizing the true state of the 
world’s rubber. market, and have only 
ourselves to’ blame for not having 
foreseen this crisis sooner. 


THE MAN WITH THE APRON. 

If woman is to be allowed to live 
part of her life outside of the kitchen, 
her. husband must consent to spend 
part of his time at the stove and the 
sink. Such is the indispensable condi- 
tion laid: down. before the meeting of 
the International Federation of Uni- 
versity Women at Amsterdam. by a 
speaker from Montclair, N. J. A com- 
bination of home and career, according 
to Mrs. GILBRETH, fs impossible for 
women unless men are willing to 
accept a similar combination for them- 
selves. The men, to their credit be it 
said, are showing the proper spirit. 
They are studying cookery in a 
number ot universities. Where Mrs. 
GILBRETH is unjust is in omitting 
to mention the large number of college 
men who practice cookery while teach- 
ing literature and philosophy. Her 
citation of the professor of Shake- 
speare who refuses to help with the 
dishes because it. may..injure_ his 
standing in the world of scholarship 
is unfair. In proportion to their 
numbers more professors of English 
literature ‘than longshoremen wash 
dishes. and bathe the baby. 

The dispatches from Amsterdam do 
not mention the fact, but in one very 
real sense- the men have entered the 
kitehens; indirectly but effectively. 
They have done so as factory workers 
engaged in the production of the meat 
and drink that was formerly produced 
by the women over the stove. A com- 
patatively small proportion of Amer- 
ican families bake their own bread; it 
is being done by big, brawny men in 
the great industrial bakeries. The men 
who work for Mr. ARMouR and Mr. 
Swirt in the production of hams and 
sausage are obviously doing . loyal 
kitchen service. The man in the del- 
icatéssen store who slices cold roast 
beef and ‘wraps up cartons of cheese 
crackers is doing his bit for the 
encouragement of women’s careers. 
The steam laundry, manned at least 
in part by males, has easily done as 
much for woman’s emancipation as 
the Suffrage Amendment. It’ is per- 
haps in the tradition of man’s blun- 
dering way about the house that he 
destroys ‘the kitchen while operat- 
ing it. :

THE PRINCE AND THE SCIENTISTS, 

The annual meeting of the British 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, which is to be held at Oxford’ 
early in August, promises to be of 
popular as well as scientific interest. 
The Prince of Wass is President of 
this body of scientists and will 
make the annual Presidential address 
at the ancient: seat of learning where 
he himself received his university 
training.

halls near by. The theme of the,ad- 
dress, it is officially announced, : will 
be science in its relation to the State 
and the community.

other addresses, especially the Earl 
of Ba.rour’s; Professor H. F. Os- 
BORN’sS on the problem of the origin 
of species as viewed today in contrast 
with the problem as it appeared to 
Darwin; Sir O.tveR Lopaez’s; Sir 
JosHvA Stamp’s on inheritance as. an 
economic factor, and Mr, ORMSBY- 
Gore’s on the economic development 
of Africa. Popular interest in science 
is growing by what it feeds upon. One 
might say that it was the greatest 
of indoor and outdoor sports, for in 
days of peace there is no vocation that 
offers more adventure—and at the 
same time benefit: to human kind.

RAILWAYS USING MOTORS. 

A variation in the use of motor 
buses to supplement the service of a 
railroad company is the plan of the 
Baltimore & Ohio to run buses for pas- 
sengers from Jersey City to New York.

From Germany 
comes the _ report 
Have that an inventor, 
No Shuttles. one Herr Gaszzr, 
has produced a 
loom that has no shuttles. From the 
dawn of history shuttles have been an 
essential part in everything properly 
called weaving. ° 

Many attempts to eliminate the 
shuttle have been made in. recent 
years, but none hitherto has been 
really successful. The German seems 
to have done the thing at last. At any 
rate, his shuttleless loom is said al- 
ready to be in practical commercial 
use in several South German factories. 

The descriptions of the new loom 
now at hand are not very comprehen- 
sible, but it appears that instead of 
using shuttles this machine works on 
two rods that carry the threads and 
perform all intermediate operations 
for-all kinds of yarn without any 
changing of the apparatus. One em- 
ploye can supervise twenty-four of 
these looms; instead of from twelve 
to sixteen; there is no breaking of 
threads or flying out of shuttles, and 
the initial cost and that of operation 
also are decreased. : 

News of the shuttleless loom has 
reached the English cloth manufactur- 
ers, but they seem not to be at all exe 
cited by it.. One of them is quoted in 
a London paper as saying that while 
there are uneconomic features in the 
Arkwright loom, as everybody knows, 
much caution would be shown at the 
suggestion of one that required the 
building of new weaving sheds!

It is, I believe, Philip Guedalla who 
very aptly remarks that statues are 
sad, and that, as a rule, they are the 
sadder for the spots which their un- 
happy sponsors allot to them for dis- 
mal display. Certainly nothing could 
be more depressing than the effigy of 
Washington Irving in what we euphe- 
mistically call Bryant Park; and cer- 
tainly no drearier, shabbier, meaner 
locality (in the very heart, too, of 
@ prosperous city) could be selected 
for it. 

If this large, swollen bronze head 
of the memorialized author, placed on 
its) heavy, tomblike pedestal, be in- 
tended as a comic reminder of Mr. 
Irving and his achievements, then the 
purpose is successfully enough accom- 
plished. But there seems to be no good 
reason for being heavily humorous over 
that admirable ornament to American 
letters. Indeed, there seems, on the 
contrary, to be every reason for doing 
him a good deal of honor and doing it, 
as befits him, with refinement of taste, 
with elegance, with discretion and 
worthy art. < ; 

As it is now, Mr. Irving, to whom 
we owe not a little, stands ridiculously, 
for all men to mark, in a crude, raw 
spot, not unlike a mining camp, sur- 
rounded. by straddling benches; where 
sprawl the ebb of the city’s unfortu- 
nates in hopeless disregard.

-I-have statements from the heads of 
departments of these schools which

statements the results I obtdined in 
the subjects I taught would speak for 
themselyes.

In order to obtain the regular license 
I took the Tequired examinations for 
French and German. I] passed in both 
subjects—written, | oral, class t and 
physical test.

‘perience, in spite of all my qualifica- 
tions—I speak German and French flu- 
ently, I have diplomas from German, 
French and American uniyersities, and 
Iam an American citizen—I have been 
refused a license. The reason given 
is a “foreign. accent.’’

Besides, I do not want to 
teach English, but German or French, 
which two languages I speak better 
than do most German or French teach- 
ers-in New York City schools.

Officials 
shrug their shoulders and say that the 
policy of the Board of Examiners is 
incomprehensible to them, that they’ 
see the grave injustices, yet that they 
cannot do anything because ‘‘the ex- 
aminers have absolute power.”

I do so enjoy riding on the Sixth 
Avenue elevated that it seems ungrate- 
ful of me even to suggest that its fa- 
cilities can be improved, but there is 
just one “refinement” (i think that is 
the proper expression to use) which 
could be added. -to the station equip- 
ment to the great benefit of the public. 

We all know how bright and sunny 
the cars are and how independently of 
each other the bodies and trucks oper- 
ate. By that I mean that the trucks, 
being in closer touch with the brakes, 
stop soon after the motorman —* 
them to, while the. bodies go on a 
other five or six feet, which action 
propels the passengers quite a distance 
beyond. and then back of where — 
thought they were standing. 

Incidentally I have found it expedien: ] 
to head toward the opposite end of the 
car from the one I intend to use for 
alighting and leave the rest to the in- 
dependent action referred to. 

Sometimes the thirty-minute sched- 
ule on which the trains are run seems 
too slow, but at least\it minimizes the 
danger of rear-end collisions, If one 
train is at the Rector Street station 
and the next preceding one at the 
Fiftieth Street station, how can thege 
be a collision? 

I find the waits at the stations rather 
a strain on my self-control, as I am 
tempted to weigh myself, -which costs 
money, or to overeat of chocolate from 
the vending machines. The signboard 
advertisements bring up visions of 
awful physical ailments, and I usually 
get into such a worried condition after 
reading them that I want to rush off 
to the doctor or dentist. — 

The suggested “refinement” is that 
the company supply the stations with 
couches or benches on which intend- 
ing -passengers could snatch a few 
winks of sleep while waiting for the 
trains. It would make the waits seem 
shorter and be of benefit to the health 
of many.

Minjinsky, New Police Chief, Trans- 
- atte Most of ‘His’ Business 
Lying on a Sofa.

MOSCOW, Aug. 1—Economics is a 
dull subject, but the: incidents attend-, 
ing the last speech of the late chief 
of the Soviet State industry, Uzerjin- 
sky, published today and dealing al- 
most wholly with economic subjects, 
were replete with tragedy and’ ro- 
mance. 

He was 4 man who had given ‘his 
whole life to the cause of the revolu- 
tion, who had spent his best years in 


éxile and prison and who had not hesi- 


tated to wade in the blood of the rev- 
olution’s enemies for the revolution’s 
sake. Sudde he and the Adminis- 
tration whereof he was the principal 
supporter faced bitter criticism of 
their whole policy from within’ their 
own ranks, from Trotsky, Kameneff 
and Zinovief, who, like Dzerjinsky, 
had been members of the little group 
of Lenine’s closest adherents. 

Dzerjinsky saw as clearly as they— 
far more clearly—the defects of the 
Soviet industrial organization, but he 
had no confidence in the remedies they 
proposed. The last night of his ‘life 
he spent in preparing a speéch that 
would justify the Administration 
methods. After three or four hours’ 
sleep he took a biscuit and a cup of 
tea, then rushed off to his office and 
worked till noon. He took a cup of 
tea and a biscuit for lunch—‘‘I have 
no time to eat,’’ he said—and hurried 
to the Kremlin for his*speech before 
the Central Committeé. 


Death Follows Supreme Effort. 


Tn that speech he declared: “‘I never 
Spare myself,’’ and so he did not spare 
his opponents. Again and again 
Kameneff and his own subordinate, 
Piatakoff, who was one of Trotsky’s 
chief followers, interrupted him from 
their places. Each:time he beat them 
dowh with savage sarcasm or pitiless 
figures. Trotsky himself interrupted. 
more than once, -and Deerjinsky ~hit 
back at Trotsky as hard as at the 
others. ‘With’ point after point. he 
Smashed opposition and his spéech 
ended amid tumultuous applause. 

Then Dzerjinsky said he felt taint— 
he was sufiering from heart disease 
of long standing—and: the doctors in- 
jected a stimulant. Unwillingly he re- 
turned to his apartment in the Krem- 
lin, .but refused to go to bed. 

He turnea suddenly to his wife and 
said, “I think after all I will lie 
down, ” staggered toward a couch and 
fell across it dead. 

Publication of his last speech cannot 
fail to have great. effect on the Com- 
munist Party. It shows beyond doubt 
that Trotsky, Kameneff and Piatakorf 
were identified with the rest of the 
Opposition and that various sections of 
the. opposition did form a bloc. 


His Place Hard to- Fill. 


It is not easy to fill Dzerjinsky’s 
place. The appointment of Minjinsky 
to succeed him as chief of the ‘‘Gay- 
payoo,”- coming as it does ten days 
after his death, proves this thoroughly, 
because Minjins was already Dzer- 
jinsky’s chief assistant in the Gaypa- 
yoo and his promotion*is tantamount: 
to an admission of lack of suitable 
candidates for the post. This im- 
Pression is accentuated by the fact 
that Minjinsky is notoriously in poor 
health as the result of an automobile 
—— some years ago, which forces 

him to transact most of his business 
lyin —* a sofa in his office. , 

e Dzerjinsky, the new policé chief 
ig of Polish bourgeois origin and spent 
a large part of his early life in exile 
in Switzerland. In the early days of 
the revolution he was sent to Germany 
with Joffe, with whom he worked un- 
til both were expelled by the German 
Government in 1919.. For a short time 
he held an important post in Soviet fi- 
mance and then was transferred to the 
“Cheka,” as the Gaypayoo was at that 
time callea, to collaborate in Dzerjin- 
sky’s policy of transforming the Cheka 
into something more like the French 
Sareté Générale than the revolutionary 
inquisition. 

Minjinsky -spéaks “French, English 
and German fluently and is a man of 
wide education and culture. He has 
insisted on a fair treatment. of persons 
arrested by his subordinaates and has 
a réputation for honesty and liberalism 
éven among classes most opposed to 
the Soviet régime. 

Daerjinsky’s other post as President 
of the Supreme Council of. National 
Economy is still unfilled.

Envoy, Asserts Europe Wants 
G Us in World Court. 


FORMULA BEING DISCUSSED 


Diplomat at Institute of Politics 
Declares Reply to Senate 
Will Then Be Made. 


NOTASTEP TOWARD LEAGUE 


-He Asserts Only Question Is How 
United States Would Cooperate 
in Elections and Finances. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 1.— 
Nicholas Politis, former Greek ehvdy to 
France, who headed the Greek delega- 
tion to thé League of Nations, declared 
in an interview today that in his opin- 
ion it was impossible for the League to 
accept the Senate’s reservation that no 
question of dispute between this coun- 
try and a League member could be sub- 
mitted to the World Court by the Coun- 
cil of the League. 

However, Mr. Politis, who is attend- 
ing the Institute of Politics here, as- 
serted emphatically that it was a mis- 
take to think that Europe’s désire for 
the entry of the United States into the 
World Court was in any way dimin- 
ished because of delay in responding 
to the American announcement of its 
stand on adherence to the World Court. 

Mr. Politis explained that the delay of 
the European nations in replying to the 
Statement of the American position 
was occasioned by the difficulties ex- 
perienced by the European nations in 
formulating their replies. As soon asa 
formula was found that would: clear 
the way for this country’s entrance 
into the World Court, and Mr. Politis 
said that such a formula was now un- 
der discussion, the powers concerned 
would reply to the notes sent to them 
by. the State Department last Spring. 
He indicated that after the formula 
was found, England, France, Germany 
and Italy, acting on behalf of the other 
European nations, probably would take 
up the discussion of the matter with 
the United States. The formula would 
give the United States What it wants 
without changing the present proce- 
dure of the court. 

While all the reservations made by 
the Senate were important, Mr. Politis 
said, the last reservation, - concerning 
the submission of a dispute involving 
the United. States, by the Council of 
the League of the World Court, was 
the one. which presented the greatest 
difficulty of all. The reason for this, 
he explained, was that it encroached 

.~ upon the very precise machinery pro- 
vided by the League with regard to the 
operation of the World Court, and he 
felt that the League could not be ex- 
pected to change that machinery. 


He Offers a Solution. 


Interrogated as to what line might 
be taken in the effort to reach a 
formula to satisfy the United States, 
Mr. Politis indicated that one solution 
might be as follows: In the event that 


- @ League member requested the Coun- 

cil to present a case involving the 
United States before the World Court, 
the Council would refrain from taking 
any action pending informal discus- 
sion with Washington in order to as- 
certain the attitude of the Senate. 
American consent would then be fol- 
lowed by submission of the dispute to 
the World Court, and in this way the 
spirit of the Senate reservations might 
be: carried out without over recogni- 
tion of them by the League and the 
World Court. Refusal of the Senate 
to countenance 'submission of the dis- 
pute to the World Court, it is under- 
stood, would prevent action by the 
Council. 

In this connection Mr. Politis said 
it was a mistake for the Secretary 
General. of the League to invite the 
United States to discuss the Senate 
‘reservations with the Council. His 
opinion was that the Council should 
have discussed the Senate reserva- 
tions with the League mempz=rs first 
and then made a reply to Washington. 

*‘We entertain no notion that the 
‘adherence of the United States to the 
World Court signifies a step toward 
entrance into the League of Nations,”’ 
he said. ‘‘People who are poorly in- 
formed have the impression that the 
entry~ of the United States into the 
World Court means a move to enter 
the League. Those who are well in- 
formed, however, know it has no such 
political significance. The only ques- 
tion is how the United States would 
cooperate in the election of judges and 
how it would bear its share of the 
financial responsibility. 

While he hoped that Russia and 
the United States would ultimately en- 
ter the League, speaking _of the pros- 
pect of such action by this country, he 
said: ‘‘Peoplé in Europe realize that 
the United States is not prepared for 
political cooperation with Europe, nor 
can we expect such cooperation in the 
near future. We must simply await 
the evolution of public opinion in the 
United States. We hope for the con- 
tinued moral and economic cooperation 
of the United States we have now as 
exemplified by the representation of 
the United: States, through unofficial 
observers and techni experts, on 
many important commissions .of. the 
ov ying We are very happy about

Sees No Barrier to Germany. 
Mr. Politis was confident that the 
difficulties which developed over the 
admission of Germany into the League 
at the last session were out of the way 
and that there would be no barrier to 


Germany’s admission at the Septem- 
ber meeting. The formula. agreed 
upon, he said, was the one presented 
by Lord Robert Cecil, that Spain, 
Brazil and Poland would be elected as 
temporary members of the Council for 
three years, with the privilege of re- 
election. 

_ If Spain and Poland did not accept 
this solution at.once they would do so 
soon, he added. As far as Brazil was 
concerned, it will probably reconsider 
its ‘notice of withdrawal from the 
League because of the change of its 
administration within the: next six 
months.

ILLINOIS CANDIDATES 
WON’T QUIT THE RACE 


Neither Smith Nor Brennan Is 
Expected to Withdraw Because 
of Big Primary Fand Gifts.

CHICAGO, Aug..1.—In spite of sug- 
gestions that they get out of the race 
for the Senatorial seat from Illinois 
and allow one or more independent 
candidates to be presented, it seemed 
certain tonight that neither Frank L. 
Smith, the Republican nominee, nor 
George E. Brennan, the Democrat, had 
any idea of relinquishing his chance 
to be: elected. 

Mr. Brennan, it was definitely 
learned \this afternoon, has not the 
slightest intention of quitting the race. 
Mr. Smith has remained silent on the 
question, but his friends said he would 
remain in the contest. Charges that 
the contributions of the public utility 
magnates have damaged both men in 
the eyes of the public have not altered 
their intention to continue as candi- 
dates, it was stated. 

Friends of the two men said that for 
them to quit the race>at this time 
would be tantamount to an admission 
that they had been influenced by the 
$200,000 Samuel F. Insull, Clement 
Studebaker and Ira Copley gave to Mr. 
Smith and the $15,000 Mr. Insull pre- 
sented to Mr. Brennan. 

Charles Scendry, Secretary .of the 
Foreign Voters’ League, who is sub- 
poenaed to testify/Tuesday before the 
Reed Senatorial Commiittee investigat- 
ing primaries, said in East St. Louis 
tonight that Timothy P. McCarthy, a 
reporter, who told the committee that 
Scendry got $6,000 for work in behalf 
of Frank.

Court Says Mishandling of the 
Case Kept Knapp in Jail as 
Alimony Dodger.

Long Islander Says He Gave Attor- 
ney $1,000 to Pay Ex-Wife, 
but Latter Never Got It...

Supreme. Court Justice Tompkins 
ordered the release yesterday of Clyde 
D. Knapp, of. Huntington, L. I., re- 
puted well-to-do, who has been in jail 
at Riverlivad for three and a half 
months for nonpayment of alimony to 
his first wife and declared that Knapp 
would have been freed long ago if his 
lawyer had not mishandled the case. 

. Justice  Tompkins® also ordered 
Knapp’s lawyer, Carl B. Carlton. of 
New York, to give an immediate ac- 
counting of $1,000 which Knapp said 


he had turned over to Carlton to offer 
to his wife—an offer, which according 


to the first Mrs. Knapp’s attorney was 


never made. 

The case was threshed out yesterday 
in Justice Tompkins’s chambers at 
Nyack, “and Samuel M. Gold, of 36 
West Forty-fourth Street, Manhattan, 
attorney for the first Mrs. Knapp, 
pleaded that Knapp be released be- 
cause of the conditions which had led 
to his long stay in jail. 

Knapp was divorced from Mrs. Es- 
telle M. Knapp at Nyack in 1919 and 
was ordered to pay alimony. Later he 
married Gertrude. Oliver Knapp and 
took her to his estate at Huntington 
to live. Three and a half months ago 
the first wife caused his arrest on a 
charge of contempt of court for failing 
to pay $2,800 which she contended was 
‘due her. : 


First Offered Poverty Plea. 


Carlton. appeared before Justice 
Tompkins several times at White 
Plains and asked Knapp’s release, as- 
serting he could not pay the alimony 
because of poverty. Mr. Gold re- 
sisted this plea and said Knapp and 
his second wife were living on a lux- 
urious scale: at Huntington and that 


it was known that Knapp had pur- 
chased $20,000 worth of jewelry,-a 
mink coat and large amounts of sil- 
verware for his second wife. Justice 
‘ompkins accordingly kept him in 
jail. 

There was another hearing on che 
case/on July 24 at Patchogue, L. I. 
Gold was going through the court- 
house corridor when he passed Knapp, 
in the custody of the Sheriff of Suf- 
folk County. Knapp tapped Gold cn 
the arm, it was brought out in the 
arguments yesterday, and said: ‘‘Yon 
people are a fine bunch to keep a 
poor, innocent man in jail.’ 

Gold expressed surprise and pressed 
Knapp for an explanation of his state- 
ment. Ther, according to the story 
told yesterday to Justice Tompkins, 
Knapp said his second wife had given 
Carlton $1,000 to offer the first Mrs. 
Knapp as an initial payment on the 
alimony claim, on condition that Knapp 
be ‘released to negotiate the. rest of 
the problem —— jail. Gold in- 
formed Knapp*that Carlton had never: 
made any such offer and that the 
only sum he had mentioned was $200. 


Justice Tompkins Indignant. 


Both attorneys were before Justice 
Tompkins yesterday and the Justice 
evinced indignation when the situation 
was explained. ' F 

“Tf you had told the Court about that 
offer Knapp would have been released 
long ago,” he declared to Carlton. 


“This man’s period in jail is due to 
your mishandling of the case.” 

Carlton said chat the second Mrs. 
Knapp had demanded the release of 
her husband, but he couldn’t remem- 
ber telling Gold about the possibility 
of a $1,000 payment. 

Justice Tompkins ordered Carlton to 
tell him what had become of the 
money. Carlton responded that. most 
of it had been used or returned, but 
did not explain to whom it had been 
returned. 

“I ought to report this to the 
Grievance Committee of the Bar Asso- 
ciation,’”’ said the Justice, ‘‘and de- 
mand that Carlton show the commit-’ 
tee what he has done with the $1,000.” 

The Justice said he would make such 


a report unless Carlton gave him an 


immediate accounting. Carlton re- 
plied that he did not have the money. 
He and Gold left the Justice’s cham- 
bers and had a short conference out- 
side, after which Carlton returned and 
said he was willing to turn back the. 
$1,000, less his counsel fees. 

“And how much do you think you 
deserve as counsel?” demanded Justice 
Tompkins. \ 

Carlton suggested three or four hun- 
dred .dollars. 


\ “You will. collect $150 for turning 


over $850 immediately,” said the 
Justice, and ordered Knapp released. 


DAMASCUS REPORTED - 
IN STATE OF TERROR 


City Isolated for 3 Days, With 
Kards Joining Rebels in 
Battle With French. —

LONDON, Aug. 1.—Damascus ap- 
pears to be in the throes of a worse 
panic than at any time since the Octo- 
ber bombardment, according to in- 
formation reaching the Jerusalem cor- 
respondent of The London Times from 
an.American resident. Writing on July 
23, the correspondent’s informant said 
that the city was isolated for three 
days, nobody being allowed to enter 
or leave. No trains were running and 


there was no communication by tele- 
phone, telegraph or mail. 

Four French columns; numbering 
about 5,000 men, which engaged in the 
recent fighting in Ghuta, are alleged 
to have lost far more heavily than was 
originally stated. 2 

The informant adds: ‘‘Severa] Amer- 
icans and myself watched for several 
hours the bombardment from a. high 
house in the Bab Tuma section. We 
saw eight villages in the Ghuta oasis 
burning. The rebels have destroyed 
the bridge outside the city and all the 
Kurds are reported to have joined the 
rebels as a result of the burning of 
four Kurdish ‘houses. The city is full 


of rumors and anything is expected to/ 


happen, The Moslems are elated and 
the Christians are fearful. 
Armenians particularly: are trembling 
as to their fate if the rebels should 
prove victorious. *

KING ORDERS EXCHANGE 
OF BELGIAN RAIL BONDS 


Hopes to Wipe Out Floating Debt 
by Tarnover of State Lines 
and Prevent Inflation. 


BRUSSELS, Aug. 1 (4).—Surrender- 
ing the Belgian State Railways to 
private ownership in an effort to wipe 
out the national floating debt, King 
Albert, in his position as Financial 
Dictator, has ordered holders of treas- 
ury bonds to exchange them for, pre- 
ferred stock of the National Railroad 
Company, which has taken over the 
State railways. ; 

The move is unprecedented in Eu- 
rope and shows that although the Bel- 
gian Government has not lost the hope 
of ‘obtaining financial assistance from 
the United States, it intends to exhaust 
every possible means to extricate itself 
from the financial troubles by the 
country’s own power, and save. the 
country from inflation and provide an 
actual budget balance. : 

Belgium’s floating debt amounts to 
about six billion francs. . All Belgians 
had been invited to invest their capi- 
tal in the railroad company’s first loan 
of two billions in preferred: stock, 
earning 6 per cent. interest and an ad- 
ditional dividend of about 3 per cent. 
Thus the stock will bring returns of 
oo 9 per cent., all free from taxa- 

on, 

The sweeping decrees have received 
the unanimous approval of bankers 
and the public. The National Railway 
Company will be composed of twenty- 
orie ‘directors, chosen by the King, 
from among leading business men, 
bankers, engineers and railroad work- 
ers. — 

The new railroad shares are guaran 
teed against exchange fluctuations on 
the basis of 175 francs to the pound 
sterling. Should the pound be stabi- 
lized at. lower than 175, the holders 
will benefit by a forced rate.

“Vote as you please, but vote,” was 
the slogan Mr. Edgerton suggested 
should be used, declaring that no 
greater obligation rested upon an Am- 
-erican citizen than that of voting, 

“As President of the organized in- 
dustry of the country,’ he said, ‘I 
want to make an earnest. appeal to all 
those who work.with brain or brawn, 
and to those who direct large or small 
forces, to take an active and spirited 
part in their State elections, not onl 
for the sake of the State in whi 
they live, but in order that we may 
put into the next National Congress 
the strongest and best available men.._ 

“State primaries are perhaps the 
closest contact the individual has with 
popular government, and every man 
and woman who has attained the vot- 
ing age, owes a duty to himself. and 
to his country, to perform his full ob- 
ligation of citizenship, by going to the 
polls on primary day and election day 
and expressing his preference. 

“The greatest menace to the country 
today is our dwindling interest in elec- 
tions.

CAN BAR ALIEN VISITORS. 


Judge Hough Holds American Con- 
suls May Refuse to Visa Passports. 


BURLINGTON, Vt., Aug. 1 (4).—The 
right of a United States consul to re- 
fuse to visa an alien visitor’s passport 
has been upheld in a decision by Judge 
Charles M. Hough of New York in 
dis ng habeas corpus proceedings 
brought in Federal Court here on be- 
half of four aliens detained by immi- 
gration officials at St. Albans. 

“The petition claimed that the aliens 
were not immigrants, but, visitors; that 
the American consul at Montreal, in 
refusing to visa visitors’ passports, 
had acted illegally, and that, in conse- 
quence, their arrest and détention at 
the port of entry was illegal. 

Judge Hough’s decision ordered the 
aliens remanded to the custody of the 
Immigration Department for deporta- 
tion. ‘Their counsel intimated that an 
appeal would be taken to the United 
States Circuit Court. One of th® aliens 
is a British subject and the others are

A suicide’ compact .made seven 
years ago in-Russia, should financial 
‘difficulties entail more hardship than 
they could stand, caused him to plan 
his death and ashe described events 
leading to the death of his youthful 
wife he expressed disap tment that 
she had not died with him as she had 
promised. 

The Royce-Garretts arrived in New 
York two years ago. The musical ac- 
complishments. of the Baroness at- 
tracted attention in the East and she 
appeared in several theatrical enter- 
tainments. Seven months ago . the 
couple came to Miami.’ 

The spectre of poverty which had 
haunted them since the collapse in 
Russia of the nobility dogged them. 

“Yesterday . morning , (Friday) my 
wife told me the time had come to 
die—that she could not work or fight 
‘any longer, and that we must die to- 
gether,”’ the Baron told police. 

“I do not know how to express it 
in English, but my wife and I ‘be- 
lieve in- reincarnation of souls and, 
becausé we loved each other and had 


gethem 

“Several times she had told me of 
d that we both jumped off the 
Everglades Building together but I 
told her no;. sometimes one gets 
broken legs and does not die. I told 
her to wait until morning and we 
would go out to Cocoanut Grove, get 
in a boat together, tie the rope around 
our necks and die together; it wouid 
be much better that way. : 

“When this was decided we both 
were joyful. My wife told me she 
would not be cross with me if I went 
out and stayed late. She — ‘This 
is the last day on. earth for you to 
play billiards and smoke and have a 
good time, so you go out. You catch 
the last Coral Gables car back home, 
but be sure and buy a newspaper be- 
fore you come. We will spend .our 
last night together and prepare to die 
in the morning.’”’ | 

Leaving the pool room at midnight 
Royce ett obtained a newspaper 
as his wife had requested. Reading of 
her death. he. purchased a piece of 
twine and walked on “his crutches to 
the nearest tree. He found he could 

not climb. He did not return to his 
hotel, but, boarded a bus for Arch 
Creek. Ten miles north of the city 
he entered a thicket. Residents of the 
section noticed. him and notified, police. 

The Baron is being held. under a 
te¢hnical: charge for a Cordher’s jury 
but admittedly .to protect him from 
himself. ——

feated, and that this defeat would>be

The Rev. John McDowell, Secretary 

of the Board of National Missions of 
the Présbyterian Church deplored the 
teaching of the philosophy of prag- 
matism by editors, educators and men 
prominent in public life yesterday 
morning in his sermon at the Brick 
Presbyterian Church, Fifth Avenue 
and ‘Thirty-seventh Street. He at- 
tackéd the doctrine that practical re- 
sults are the sole test of truth, say- 
ng:

There are those who s#y that 
Christ came to save us from hell, 
while others say that He came to 
a us theology, philosophy or soci- 
ology. ‘ 

“We should let Christ speak fo 
himself instead of taking the answer 
from institutions. The answer is in 
the New Testament: ‘I am come that 
they might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly.’ 
“He rarely defined, always described. 
More than physical or intellectual or 
moral life, rist was thinking of the 
spiritual life as the light that radi- 
ates from the soul. He came not as 
a lawgiver but as a lightgiver. 

“The light is to be seen not through 
a book or science or philosophy. Nor 
is it to be seen ina creed, a sacra- 
ment or an organization, but in the 
character and person of Christ. We 
believe a proposition ahd’ we trust a, 
person. A-man may’ know that he 
possesses the spiritual life, because all 
life acts according ‘to its nature. Our 
response to music, literature or art is 
evidence of that certain feeling in us 
and we know that we have &piritual 
life by our onse to those things 
that pertain to the spiritual world and 
by the pull that spiritual things have 
on. our lives.”

The Rev. James M. Yard Says We 
Exploit Weak Nations—Wants

MONTCLAIR, N. J., Aug. 1.—Race 
prejudice is the greatest single prob- 
lem before the world, said the Rev. 
James M. Yard, Representative in the 
United States of. West China Union 


University, Chengtu, West China, who 
preached this. morning in the First 
Presb: Church in Montclair, 
‘We aré almost pagan in many of our 
international, inter-racial and. indus- 
trial relations,” he said. “We are 
Christians only intermittently and in 
spots, As Professor Glover says, ..We 
are English or Americans first and 
Christians second.’ Christ's -way, is too 
selfless and- idealistic. 

“How do we treat weak natioiis? Do 
we bear their burdens or do we exploit 
them? Americans are very fond of 
boasting of our superior morality in 
international relations. Other nations 
are not so sure that we have been un- 
selfish and idealistic in Porto Rico or 
the Philippines.. Our dealings with 
Mexico have: not always. been beyond 
reproach. Just now many influential 
people are saying that we must give ur 
all thought of Philippine independence 
The islands, they say, must be retained 
in-order that America may control the 
rubber market. of the world. 

“In China we follow the other r 
tions in an imperalistic, high-handed 
policy, holding to the old treaties, in- 
sisting on worn-out paragraphs to 
maintain gunboats in the far interior 
and marines and military forces, even 
in the very capital of the nation. 

“Perhaps the greatest single burden 
in the world today is the burden of 
race. I Ai ‘sure itis the greatest 
single, problem:before the- world. We 
must put. on.a great counter-prapa- 
ganda of. appreciation... We-must rid 
ourselves of race prejudice. One way 
of helping out the international sit- 
uation would be through the movies, 
seeing to it that we do not allow 
Chinese or Japanese or negrses to ap- 
pear in plays where only’ their bad 
qualities aré shown. ; 

“We have accomplished the impos- 
sible in the physical sciences; now we 
have come face te face with stagger- 
ing problems in the social sciences. 
Have we the courage to tackle these 
problems? 

Can we deny ourselves? Can we do 
hard things? Can our industrial lead- 
ers forego profits and maybe even 
divide capital? Can we practice the 
equality and brotherhood that we so 
love to preach? _ More and more in 
every land is it becoming clear that 
the way of sacrifice,is the only way 
to social justice, inter-racial brother- 
hood and world-wide peace.”

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Agricultural Department’ Says 
Corn and Wheat Are Likely - 
to Be Amaer. 


— 


BUT COFTON CROP IS LARGE 


Retain Their Relatively Strong 
Position for Some Time. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug.’1.—Little ifke- 
lihood of more than the average pro- 
duction of major food and feed crops 
this year is seen by the Department 
of Agriculture, according to its August 
reports on the agricultural situation. 

Indications are for a corn crop prob- 
ably somewhat below last year’s and 
below average. The same is true of 
hay and vats, and the total wheat 
crop also is apparently below average. 
Even potatoes, contrary to all predic- 
tions of overproduction, have increased 
only 2 per cent, in acreage this sea- 
son, and “‘must do very well to make 
an average crop,’’ — ‘to the 
department. 

Latest forecasts on cotton, however, 
indicate a probable crop of more than 
15,000,000. bales, which the department 
asserts “might make supplies. burden- 
some,”’ 

The crop prospects indicated by the 
department are attributed partly to 
unfavorable weather conditions. 

“One of the most significant effects 
of this season’s developments. is likely 
to be in the corn belt,’’ the department 
said in a statement issued today. . ‘A 
corn .crop above average: or slightly 
less. will’ almost certainly be follow 
by a readjustment in the familiar bal- 
ance between corn and hogs. If his- 
tory repeats,.pig production will be 
increased and, the relative price ef- 
fect next year will be in the direction 
of lower hogs and higher corn. It is 
precisely in such cases where future 
developments can be fairly well fore- 
seen that farmers can exert some 
stabilizing influence upon production. 

‘From present indications wheat pro- 
ducers, as a whole, stand to make fully 
as large a gross income from the crop 
as they did last year. The harvest is 
now pushing into the North and move- 
ment of new grain to market is 
general. 

“The movement of Winter wheat has 
been notably heavy, transportation and 
storage facilities being strained to 
handle it. Present indications are that 
the Spring wheat crop will be sub- 
stantially less than last year’s and the 
same has been indicated by reports so 
far from Canada. ’ 

“The Winter wheat crop, on the other 
hand, has been estimated as exceeding 
last year’s short crop by about 172,- 
000,000 bushels, which would bring the 
total: wheat output some 100,000,000 
bushels above last year’s. Stocks of 
old wheat are less than a year ago. 
The European prospect likewise ‘is in- 
ferior to last year’s. 

“The live stock industries generally 
are in a relatively strong position and 
may continue so for some time if pro- 
duction is not overdone. ‘The sheep in- 
dustry has enjoyed prosperity, but con- 
tinued expansion, as indicated by a 10 
per cent. increase in lamb production |, 
over 1925, raises & question as to the 
probable limits to which sheep pro- 
duction can be increased with profit.” 

There was no notable change in the 
indicated purchdsing power of the lead- 
ing farm products in June, the depart- 
ment says, except that potatoes suf- 
fered some reduction. The general 
level of prices, both of farm products 
and of -non-agricultural Commodities, 
remained the same as in the preceding 
month. The general index of purchas- 
ing power of farm products in terms 
of non-agricultural commodities re- 
mained at 87, where it has stood for 
practically ten months.

France imported in the same period

The foregoing figures are based on 
net field cost without contractor’s 
profit, which may. run, according to 
conditions of the contract, from 2% 
to 7 per cent. where the job is taken 
under competition by a general con- 
tractor. Owing to various absorptions, 
resulting from: the rise in wages and 
conditions of a tight buildiing. ma- 
terial supply market during the first 
six months of this year, the margins 
of those taking general contracts on 
competitive building in New York City, 
especially, have averaged, after taxes, 
around 4% per cent., according to 
representative firms carrying on this 
kind of business in New York. 

In a prior computation made along 
this line, suburban building construc- 
tion was listed somewhat higher than 
the same type of construction in New 
York City. In this tabulation there 
is evidence of an evening-up process. 
In January, 1926, many of the subur-, 
ban cities had granted wage increases” 
to workingmen, whereas the wage 


agreements now operating in New York |’ 


City were not decided upon until long 
after the.

It is, of- course, hazardous, 
ture prediction upon the source ‘of 
building costs in the near future.
